ago. Given every opportunity to 
change his plea or repudiate Hi* 
confession, and warned by Judge 
Nrnssle of tha seriousness of the

It is a terrific indictment of the Townley administration and 


makes the straight issue of the campaign one of Americanism 
against socialism. The committee has worked almost continu- 
ously since adjournment Wednesday upon the document .so that 
the boards could be cleared late today for balloting upon candi- 
dates. 


The platform states in part: 
"The extravagance of the state government unfler this socialist 


regime is conceded by all. 
A riot of profligacy exists in nearly 


all departments. Unnecessary offices, bureaus and commissions 
have been created with excessive salaries to furnish places for 
loud-mouthed and persistent foes of Americanism. The door has 
been opened to an invasion of our state by the shiftless and the 
criminal.

"The governor of this fair state insulted every mother, every

ALLIES RECONCILED 


Great Britain, France and Italy have recon- 


ciled their differences at San Remo. That is the 
most important development of the conference. 
The arrangements made by the premiers are sec- 
ondary to the re-establishment of amity. Ger- 
many cannot count onr furthering her own inter- 
ests through discord among the war's victors. 


The allies do not always think along the same 


lines. That is a normal condition of national life. 
But, debates which lead to a rupture of intimate 
relationships can be avoided. 
They must be 


avoided for many years. Only Germany can reap 
an advantage from them, and by no other means 
can German advantages be reaped. 


There are various opinions among the allies as 


to the best means of dealing with Germany dur- 
ing the coming years. But, there is unanimity of 
opinion that Germany must not be allowed to re- 
construct her military machine, and must be com- 
pelled to pay a war indemnity to the utmost of 
her ability. 


How to get the maximum results from these 


common desires, is not primarily a matter for 
politicians to settle. 
Politicians have tried and 


failed to find a way since the signing of the arm- 
istice, to square with campaign promises. 
Mili- 


tary, financial and economic experts- will now be 
entrusted with the work. Representatives of the 
German republic will, for the first time, join them 
at the Spa meeting set for May 25. That seems 
to have been the basis on which the allied prem- 
iers reached their agreement at San Remo. 
It 


establishes a precedent which will mean much for 
Europe's recovery.

"MOONSHINE" GALORE 


Another explanation of the sugar shortage 


comes from the great Southern Appalachian sec- 
tion. We read that the "constant outpouring of 
moonshine liquor from the mountains of the Car- 
ol inas, Georgia and Tennessee necessarily implies 
an equally constant carting and consumption of 
sugar to and in the upper back country of those 
states. "The moonshine industry," according to 
a Washington dispatch, "has greatly increased in 
a number of southern states since the 
nation 


went 'dry." A higher type of citizens is making 
'booze' now because of the great demand and the 
enormous profit. 
In some towns wealthy mer- 


chants and moonshiners of the 'better class' co- 
operate. The merchants get the sugar and the 
moonshiners buy it wholesale, while smaller cus- 
tomers are told that sugar can not be had." It is 
amusing to read further that the 
men of the 


south are not concerned over the steady flow 
from the illicit stills, but their wives are indig- 
nant because of the scarcity and high price of 
sugar." 


The report states that "white 
lightning" is 


made of corn and sugar and that "monkey rum" 
is made with molasses or low-grade sugar. Some 
readers who have, supposed that the sugar inher- 
ent in grain is by itself sufficient for the distilla- 
tion of whiskey, may be inclined to doubt this 
story, and probably the published account is ex- 
aggerated, But we rest assured that the revenue 
officers who have chased the "moonshiners" of 
the southern mountains these many years now 
have a job on their hands of a magnitude such 
as they never dreamed of in former years.—Mi- 
not News.
